31 JJ Andit came to paſs inthe ſe- 
ven and thirtieth year of tne captivity 
of jſeheiachin king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, inthe five and twenti- 
e th day of the month, {bar Evil- mero- 
dich king of Babylon, in the A year 
of his reign, lifted up the head of Je- 
hoiachin king of Judah, and brought 
him forth out of priſon, 

32 And ſpake kindly unto him, and

was at Antioch certain prophets 
and teachers; as Barnabas, and 8 
meon that was called Niger, and Lu- 
CTius of Cyrene, and Manaen ; which 
had been brought up with Herod the 
tetrar ch., and Saul. 

2 As they miniftred to the Lord, 
and faſted, the holy Ghoſt ſaid, Se- 
parate me Barnabas and Saul, tor the 
work whereunto I have calied them. 

3 Ana when they had faſted and 
prayed. and laid their hands on them, 
they 1-ot rem away, 


4780 they, bein ſent forth by the 


holy Ghoſt, departed unto Seleucia ; 
ard from thence they ſailed tocyprus: 

5 And, when they were at Salamis. 
they preached the word of God in the 
ſynagogues of the Jews: and they had 
alſo John to teeir miniſter. 

6 And when they had gone through 
. the iſle unto Paphos, they found a cer- 
tain forcerer, a faiſe prophet, a Jew, 
whoſe name was Barjeſus : 

7 Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 
man; who called for Barngbas aud 


2 and de ſired to hear the word of 
8 But Elymas the ſorcerer for fo 
is dis name by interpretation) with- 
ftowd them, ſeeking to turn away the 
de vty from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, {who alfo #: called 
Paul,) ted with the holy Ghoſt, ſet 
his eyes on bim, 

10 And faid, O full of all ſubei'ty, 
an! all miſchief, thou child of the de- 
vil, thou enemy of all righteoutreſy, 
wilt thou not creaſe to pervert the 
richt ways of the Loro? 

11 And now behold, the hand of 
the Lord 8 upon the, ard rhou Malt 
be blind, not ſeeing the fun for a ſea- 
fon. And immediately there fel! on 
him a miſt and a darkneſs; and te 
went about fecking ſome to lead bin 
dy the hand. 

12 Thau the deputy, when he ſew 
what was done, believed, being aſto- 
niihed at the dectrine of the Lord. 

II Nou when Paul and his company 
loofed from Paphos, they came to 
Perga in Pamphylia: and John, e- 
parting from them, returued to Jce 
rulaiem, 

141 But when they departed from 
Perga, they came to Antioch in Pi- 
fdiz, and went into the ſynagogiic on 
the labbath-day, and at down, 

I5 Aud, after the reading of the law 
and the prophets, the rulers of the 
ſ-ynagoguc ſent unto them, ſaying, Ye 
men and brethren, it ye have any word 
of exhortation for the people, fay on. 

16 Then Faul ſtood up, and becken- 
ing with eit hand ſaid, Men cf Iſracl, 
andye that fear God, five antie:ice. 

17 The God of this people of Itrael 
Chote our fathers, and exalied the peo- 
pie whenthey dwelt as ſtrangers inthe 
land of Egypt, and with an high aim 
broughr he them out of it. 

18 And about the time cf forty 
years ſuffered he their manners in the 
wilderneſs, 

19 And when he had deſtroved ſeven 
nations in the land of Chinaan, he dis 
vided their land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave unte fem 
judges, abou? the ſpace of four hun- 
dred and fifty years, until Samuelthe 
prophet. 

21 And afterward they defired a king: 
and God gave unto them Saul the ſon 
of C:s, a man of the tribe of Renja- 
min, by the ſpace of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed him, 
he raiſed up unto them David to be 
their king; to whom alſo he gave te- 
ftimony, and ſaid, I have found Dav'd 
the ſon of Jeſſe, a man aftcr mine gun 
heart, which ſhall ful, all my will. 

23 Of this mans ſced hath God, 
accurding to eit promite, raiſed unto 
Iiraci a Saviour, Jefus : 

24 When John had firſt preached, 
before his coming, the baptiſm cf re-

25 And as John fulfilled his courſe, 
he faid, Whom think ye that lam? 1 
am not be, But behoid, there cometh 
one after me, whoſe ſhoes of by feet 
1] am not worthy to tobte. 

26 Men, and brethren, children of 
the tock of Abraham, and whofvever 
amo gyou fcareth God, to you 1s the 
wordeof th's ſalvation ſent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jeruſs- 
tem, and their rulers, becaute they 
kaew him nat, nor yet the voices of 
the prophets which are read every ſab - 
bath-day, they have fulklled tem in 
condemning in. 

28 And though they found no cauſe 
of death in bim, yet defired they Pi- 
late that he mould be (lain.

30 But God raiſed him from the

31 And he was ſeen many days of 
them which came up with him from 
Galilee to Jeruſalem, who are his wit- 
neſſes umto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you plad 
ticings, how that the promiſe which 
was made unto the fathers 

33 God hath fulfilled the fame unto 
us their children, in that he hath raii- 
ed up Jeſus again; as it is alſo written 
in the ſecond pſalm, Thou art my Son, 
this day have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he raiſed 
him up from the dead, now nv more 
to return to corruption, he faid on 
this wite, 1 will give you the ture 
mercies of David. g 

35 Wherefore he faith alſo in an- 
other pſaly, Thou ſhalt not ſutter 
thine holy One to ſee corruption. 

26 For David, after he had ſerved 
his own generation by the will of God. 
fel! on ſleep, and was laid unto his 
fathers, and ſaw corruption. : 

37 But he whom God raiſed again 
ſaw no corruption. 

38 J Be it known unto you there- 
fore, men and brethren, that through 
this man is preached unto you the 
forgiveneſs of ſins. f 

39 And by him all that believe are 
Juſtifieg from all things, from which 
Je could not be juſtified by the law of 
Moſes. 

40 Bewaretherefore, leſt that come 
upon you which is ſpoken of in the 
prophets, 

41 Behold, ye deſpiſers, and won- 
der, aud periſh: for I work a work 
in your days, a work which you ſhall 
in no wiie belleve, though a man de- 
Clare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone 
out of the ſynagogue, the Gentiles be- 
ſouzht that theſe words might be 
preached to them the next ſabbath.

Barnabas; who, ſpeaking to them,

44 J And the next ſabbath-day, 
came almoſt the whole city togethery 
to hear the word of God. 

45 But whea the Jews ſaw the mul» 
tirudes, they were filled with envy, 
and ſpake againſt thote things which 
were ſpoken by Paul, contradicting 
and blaſpheming. 

45 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and ſaid, It was nece!ilary that 
the word of God ſhould firſt have been 
ſpoken to you: but ſeeing ye put it

$2 Ana the diſciples were filled with 

joy, and with the holy Ghoſt.

| 7 Neyertheleſs, he left not him- 
ſCeif without witneſs, in that he did 
god, and rave us rain trom heaven, 
and fruitful ſeaſons, filing our hearts 
with food and gladneſs. 

"1% Ard with theſe ſarines ſcarce 
reftrained they the people, that they 
Rad am tn facrifice unto them. 

19 J And there came thither cer- 
tain jews from Antioch and Iconium, 
who perſuaded the people, and hav- 
ing toned Pau, drew him out of the 
city. ſupporting he had been dead.

10 And as w' 1arried there many 
days, there came down wom Judea a 
certain prophet named Agabus. 

11 Ann, when he was come unto us, 
he took Pauls girdle, and bound his 
own hands and fee:, and aid, Thus 
faith the holy Ghof, So hall the Jews 
at feruſalem bind the mai: that oweth 
this girdle and hall deliver im into 
the hands of the Genies. 

12 An1 when we heard theſe things, 
both we and they af that place de 
ſought him nat to Ko up to Jerutalem. 

13 Then Pau! anfwered, What mean 
ye to weep, and o break mine hear:? 
for I am ready not to be bound only, 
but allo to die at jeruſelem for the 
name of the Lord Jeſus. 

14 And when he would not be per- 
ſuaned, we cesied, ſaying, The will 
of the Lord be done

21 And they are informed of thee, 
tha t thu teacheſt ali the Jews which 
are among the Gentiier, tofori;akeMoe 
ſes, ſayi g, hat they eng not to cir- 
cumciſe Deir children, neither to 
walk after the cuftoms. 

22 What is t therefore ? the mul- 
titude muſt needs come together: for 
they will hear that thou art come. 

23 Do theretore this that we Hy to 
thee : we have four men which have 
a vos on.them 

24 Them take, und purify thyſelf 
with them, and be at charges with 
them, that tneymay ſhave their heads: 
and ail may kn that thoſe things 
whereo*? they were informed concern-
